The most famous despatch of mod- 
ern times was the one from Lord 
Roberts, announeing the relief of 
Mafeling, which sent a thrill through- 
out the whole empire 


it concludes: “The flying column 
under the command of Colonel D. 
Mahon, which relieved Mafeking, 


marched at the rate of fifteen miles a 
day for fourteen consecutive days, and 
successively accomplished its object, 
despite the determined opposition of 
the enemy.’ Simple amd direct, like 
ihe man who wrote it. 

Havelock’s despatch eoncerning the 
relief of Lueknow is one of the na- 
tion's treasures. “The cheers of the 
troops echoed through the courts -of 
the palace” he writes, “responsive to 
the bugle sound, and on they rushed 
to ured victory, The enemy could 
nowhere withstand them. In a few 
minutes the whole of the buildings 
were in our possession.” 

Of Wellington’s despatches, the 
most interesting, and one of the long- 
st, being that which concerns the 
Battle of Waterloo. He first de- 
scribes the action in some detail and 
the immensity of the result, and con- 
cludes ‘Such a desperate action 
could not be fought and such ad- 
vantages gained without great loss, 
and | am sorry to add that ours have 
been immense. The army has never 
upon any oceasion conducted itself 
better. The Division of Guards set 
an exampie which was followed by 
all, and there is no officer or descrip- 
fon of troops that did not behave 
well, I should not do justice to my 
own feelin=s,+ or to Marshal Blucher 
and the Prussian army if I did not 
attribute the successful result of this 
arduous day to the arrival and timely 
assistance { received from them,”

As we fin- 
ished the last lap of our race for 
their trenches they concentrated a 
fiendish fire on us, but that didn’t 


| stop us at all, and we reached their 


trenches at last, with a vivid whoop 
that must have struck terror to their 
hearts. For the first time in my 
experience they made a desperate 
attempt to repel us with the bayo- 
net, and their weight seemed enough 
to hurl us back, but we stuck to them 
like leeches and at last their line be- 
gan to waver. They were stretched 
the trenches in one long 
line, and when one man fell another 
stepped into his place. Near the 
centre we made a break in the line, 
and then the wuaole lot 
running like hares, and throwing 
cown their arms as they ran.

MEN TORTURED 


Terrible Scene Witnesed by a War 
Correspondent 

A special war correspondent of the 
Tyd, who has throughout proved to be 
entirely reliable, states that he travel- 
ed on a train which conveyed two 
thousand wounded from Brussels to 
Landen, 

When the train halted he heard a 
row in one of the rear coach and 
proceeding to iff¥estigate he found 
three seriously wounded Englishmen 
lying stretched out amidst wounded 
Frenchmen, The Englishmen’s con- 
dition was very bad. They had had 
no food for five days. 

Massed before the open doors of 
the carriage were some two or three 
hundred German soldiers, Some of 
these were themselves slightly 
wounded, and others had been order- 
ed to distribute soup. Apparently 
maddened by rage and fury, they 
swore and raved at the three Eng- 
lishmen, who, half dead, were 
stretched on dirty and scanty straw. 

Bullying these men, the Germans 
held the steaming soup under their 
noses, at the same time shouting, 
“vo you want dinner, pigs? You 
may burst. Slay them, beat them to 
death!” 

The Germans even presented their 
rifles at the poor starving and bleed- 
ing Englishmen. They spat in their 
faces and on their clothes, One of 
the Englishmen fixed his eyes, fast 
gazing in death, first upon his tor- 
turers, then upon the steaming soup. 
His two comrades turned their heads 
aside, sig ing and shut their eyes. 

The Prussians, unmoved by the ter- 
rible sufferings of their victims, con- 
tinued to shout,and roar at them, 
and coupled with their menaces the 
basest invectivies, alternately spitting 
and levelling their rifles at them. 
Most of the brutes laughed loudly ac 
the terrible agony of the “martyrs,” 
as the Dutch journalist names _ the 
Englishmen, 

The journalist, almost too much 
overcome by his emotion to be able 
to utter his oras, said to a sergeant 
who laughingly was watching the 
scere, “What your soldiers are do- 
ing is abuminable. They are human 
beings who have’ performed their 
daty as you Lave done.” 

“Done their duty!” roared the ser- 
geant. “No, they are dirty pigs, mer- 
cenary pigs, who get money for their 
dirty work,” 

Powerless to speak further, the 
journalist, in dull despair, remained a 
witness of the scene, and he declared 
that no one of the two or three hun- 
dred Germans offered the least aid 
to their dying enemies, 

“I am fully conscious,” concluded 
the narrator, “of the terrible nature 
of the charge I make, but on my oath 
nothing is untrue, nothing is exagger- 
ated in tlLis accusation. It happened

RHEIMS HISTORICAL CATHEDRAL 


One of the Art Treasures Lost to the 
World With Destruction of This 
Masterpiece F 

It is diificult to say to what birthed 
che German shill. have demolish 
the cathedral at Rheims, but it is not 
improbable that the word o. art may 
nuve to mourn as one of ie mute trag- 
edies of the war the complete aestruc- 
tion of one cf the greatest works of 
genius that has been left upon the 
earth. No Canadian or American can 
sppreciate what .ve loss means to the 
veuple of France, They, with the rest 
of the world that admires the grand- 
eur and majesty of great ‘architecture, 
dave suffe‘ed- an irreparable loss. But 
chey have lost, too, what the British 
aauon wourd ‘ose if Westminster Ab- 
-ey were °o be lestroyed and all its 
memorials given to the flames, The 
aeart of religious France or historic 
“rance, was notin Paris, It was in 
ctheims; anc 
slightest doubt that it was for this 
ceason, aad this reason aloue, that the 
derman vandals turned their guns on 
Rheims, ’ 

The city of Raeims is very ancient, 
i. was flourishing when Gaul was be- 
ing conquercd by Caesar, and early 
svecame a ceatre of Christianity It 
received its nam? from the “Remi” 
tribe of Gauls who inhabited the sur- 
rounding country, ,ts first experience 
of the conqueror was when it was 
razed by Attila, und in 508 it was cap- 
tured by the wranks. In 720 it was 
captured by Charies Martel from Bis- 
hoy Rigobert, anl i: was in Rheims in 
16 that Pope Stephen had his sistori¢ 
{ terview with PePen, and attended 
the crown:ng of Louis the Deponpaire, 
Rheims having been mado an Arch- 
bishop's See in 744. Ever since it~xas 
been the ecclesiastical capital~ of 
“rance, the Archbishop of Rheims be- 
ing the Metropolitan Primate. With 
four exceptions all the Kings of France 
Lave been crowned at Rheims, Clovis, 


son of Childeric, King of the Franks, ~ 


conquered the last Roman stronghoid 
at Soissons, accepted Christianity, and 
was baptized at Rheims on Christmas 
Day, 496, and with few interruptions 
for thirteen hundred years the long 
and picturesque line of French kings 
received the crown at Rhei-.r, the 
most notable spectacle of all being 
when Joan of Arc placed the crown on 
the head of Charles VII. 

The first foundations of the cathed- 
ral of Rheims were laid in the year 
400 to commemorate tho teachings of 
St. Remi. Four hundred and eight- 
een years later the foundations of a 
new church were laid on the same site, 
an. the comple‘ed cathedral was con- 
secrated in 862. This building was 
destroyed by fire in 1210, only the an- 
cient crypt partly surviving. Hero 
was reared in the course of the next 
thirty years the famcus cathedral that 
has just been attacked. fhe architect 
was Robert de Coucy and for this work 
alone he will be remembered as one of 
the great architects of all time. One 
of the most re avkable things about 
his work is that it was carried out ex- 
actly as planned. There were no alter- 
ations in the course of the thirty years 


it took in building, and when it was - 


completed there was no intermixture 
of styles, no anachronism, no alleged 
improvements, additions or what not. 
The cathedral was the cathedrai that 
he had prayed ana dreamed. 

Two cathecral. in France were larg- 
er than that at Rheims, the cathedral 
at Amiens and that at Chartres, but as 
Ruskin said, it would be impowsible to 
say which was the lovelier petal of the 
cinque foil, whose heart was Notre 
Dame de Paris, the other cathedrals 
being those of Rouen and Bourges, 
Rheims Cathedral was 485 feet long, 
101 feet wide and 124 feet high. 
Whether the building itself or the 
sculptured figures with which it was 
gorgeously peopled were the greater 
wonder is a question that art authori- 
ties have discussed, but while the 
cathedral was practically completed in 
thirty years, the right tower was not 
finished until 1430, and for more than 
two hundred years sculptors worked 
lovingly at its ornamentation. Prob- 
ably its most priceless treasure was 
the famous rose window, which dated 
in part to the thirteenth century, when 
the glassmaker’s art was at its zenith, 
It was nearly 40 feet across and con- 
tained 24 sections. It was designed by 
Bernard de Soissons, and critics have 
pronounced upon it the single word, 
“Perfect.” 

There were other treasures of 
Rheims, such as the tapestries, whic 
.ung all along the aisles. The church 
plate, too, which we suppose was 
saved, was of inestimable value, and 
comprised such pieces as a chalice of 
St. Remi of the eleventh century, a 
leliquary containing a thorn from 
the Holy Crown, the marble font in 
which Clovis was baptized, the chase 
uble of Louis XII. and the Sainte Am- 
poule, which contained the holy oV 
said to have been brought by a dove 
from Heaven for use at the conversion 

ovis. The windows on the cathe. 
dral are said to have only two equals, 
those of Chartres and those in the 
Cathedral of Burgos, Spain,
